Dear Mr. Wells: 

In your appeal to veterans foi 
their vote in last week’s Licking 
Valley Courier it seems to me 
that you allowed your ytpewri'er 
to get out of control. In trying 
to qualify YOURSELF for the of¬ 
fice of State Representative, it 
seems that you have unfairly at¬ 
tacked me. 

You tried ot prove that I am 
not a farmer and that I am not 
an honorably discharged ex- 
service man. You also tried to 
make it appear that I was a draft 
dodger in World War II. 

But the facts are that I owned 
and lived on a farm during and 
BEFORE World War II, and 
farmed before and during the 
war. I did buy cows because that 
was part of my living from the 
farm. This to me is an honorable 
way of making a living. I have 
never professed to be a veteran 
of any war but am an honorably 
discharged ex-service man. 

During World War II. I was in 
an age group of which very few 
men were called, since I am now 
forty tix years old. 1 was never 
■ il.V’it Had 1. been I would

If you're breaking out in small watery blis¬ 
ters. have swollen hands and ankles and some¬ 
times swollen faces, you can bet your bottom 
dollar that you are a victim of poison ivy. You 
will not be alone in your suffering, either, for 
at least half a million people will be victimized 
by ooison ivy this summer and fall And he-e 
is fair warning, you can be caught napping in 
the dead of winter and get poisin ivy. During 
the cold months, with not a three-leaf to be 
found, you could get poison ivy if you came in 
contact with the stems or vines of the plant. 
Experience has proved that this three-leafed 
monster is not one whit particular as to which 
season he will loan out over the woods path and 
nab you on the ankle So—you will be wise to 
learn to identify, and shun, poison ivy in both 
winter and summer dress. 

Sometimes you don’t even have to touch the 
plant or come in contact with the oily ivy secre¬ 
tion to break out in a rash of ivy, according to 
some authorities. Their theory - is that passing 
near poison ivy plants on a damp, hot day is 
cause enough to start you itching and swelling. 
They claim the disease can be airborne But Most 
ivy-experts say contact with the fluid is the thing 
that does the damage, and this can be carried on 
r!oth:r.g. Though the Ivy ssp flow* fe e rer 1 n 
summer, it would be well’ for you. who are sus¬ 
ceptible to the malady, to shy away from cloth¬ 
ing worn by hunters, woodsmen, hikers in any 
season. 

The poison ivy you are familiar with is one 
of several plants of the genus Toxicodendron—in 
particular, it is T radicans. Its two first cousins, 
poison oak (T. diversilobum) and poison sumac 
(T. vemix) are equally loaded with poison. 

Methods of cure vary from old tried-and-tr'ie 
down through the years methods such as salty, 
salty, salty buttermilk on poisoned parts of the 
body to shots and medication by your physician 
if the case is severe enough. Methods of pre¬ 
vention vary also. Thera are those who will tell 
you to rub your body in alcohol after being ex¬ 
posed: others swear by a bath using strong yel¬ 
low soap. One diehard tells you if all else fails, 
to try sulphur and lard, that you are suffering 
from the seven-year instead of from the four- 
month itch, as poison ivy is becoming known. 

The best preventive is contained in the wise 
old couplet that goes: 

“Leaflets three, let it be; 
leaflets five, let it thrive."

Only Four Revoked 

Admitting that his probation 
record is high and that he might 
have made a few mistakes by 
leniency. Judge Kei s was quick 
to point out that h< never pro¬ 
bates sentences inflicted for 
crimes of violence and hesi¬ 
tates to probate the entence of a 
sexual offender. T e law pro¬ 
hibits circuit judge from pro¬ 
bating life or death sentences. 

He is equally quick to point 
out that in 1954 he had cause to 
revoke only four of the 34 pro¬ 
bations he issued. This is a good 
indication, he said, that his pro¬ 
gram is working out successfully. 
The average number of revoca¬ 
tions throughout the state is about 
25 percent of the cases probated.

for the Department of Highways 
In Frankfort in order to get 
money to continue his education. 
At the University of Kentucky 
he worked ax a laundry clerk 

Young Combs was able to 
maintain a high scholastic aver¬ 
age despite his outside activities 
He even had time tc play a 
little basketball and baseball 
while in high school He graduat¬ 
ed from high school at 15 At U 
K. he was an honor law stud¬ 
ent. finishing second in his clas* 
m 1937 

His high standing in the leg¬ 
al profession is a result of work 
as both a civilian and as a sol¬ 
dier in the Philippines in World 
War II. He was chief of the 
Investigating Section of the Wsr 
Crimes Department on Genera! 
MacArthur’s staff and was 
awarded a Bronze Star in add¬ 
ition to a decoration given him 
by a grateful Philippines govern 
ment. 

Combs' total war service to'k 
him from private to Captain ar.d 
spanned four years, from 1942 

to 1946 

After the war Combs returner! ■ 
tc his law practice and served ' 


as city attorney and as common¬ 
wealth attorney in Prestonsburg 
He attracted the attention of Gov¬ 
ernor Wetherby, who named him 
to the Court of Appeals to suc¬ 
ceed the late Judge Roy Helm 

This was in 1931, and Combs 
had to run for the court scat 
that fall. In this race, Combs 
established himself as a hard 
and effective campaigner Work¬ 
ing night and day he visited all 
sections of his judicial district 
and came up with a 4,000 vote 
majority in what is normally a 
Republican district. 

His opponent was no amateur 
vote-getter or newcomer to the 
Kentucky political scene. In 
fact, he was about the hottest 
thing the Republican party could 
muster former Governor Sim¬ 
eon Willis. 

Combs' record on ine state s 
top court has been ucclaimed as 
outstanding by those who were 
associated with him from 1951 
Governor last winter. "A bril¬ 
liant mind and an excellent law¬ 
yer with a practical and sensit¬ 
ive feeling for those he is work¬ 
ing with." is the way one of his 
associates describes him. 

Although he gave full attention 
to his duties on the court, Combs 
kept himself informed on the 
problems and needs of state gov¬ 
ernment. He has definite ideas 
of what he thinks need to be 
cone for the people of Kentucky 
He is particularly sympathetic to 
the need of education and to tf,c 
slate's welfare and mental health 
programs 

Rumsey Taylor. Combs’ state 
chairman, has described his esn- 
idatc as “cnc of the hardest cam¬ 
paigner ; in recent Kentucky

“If it’s at all possible,” Judge 
Keck chimed in, "I probate. I 
always give the offender the 
benefit of every doubt. And when 
I probate a sentence I do it in 
open court where everybody can 
know about it. even the jury that 
has brought in the verdict.” 

There are two principal reasons 
for probating sentences, he con¬ 
tinued. the chance of salvaging 
and rehabilitating a person who 
might be ruined forever by a 
prison term, and the saving to 
the State in the matter of money 
It is a great expense to the tax¬ 
payers to keep a man in prison, 
he said. 

Judge Keck has talked on the 
subject of probation and parole 
before every civic organization 
in his district. Often he mentions 
actual cases, although omitting 
the names of offenders.

Postal Employee Is Revivalist 
Here; Preaches on Vacation Time 


Builds Home, Helps 
Build Church And 
Helps In Post Office 


Anyone who has heard Rev 
Charles Vansant in the revival at 
the Methodist church will know 
he is a consecrated, sincere Chris¬ 
tian. Laboring for the Lord un¬ 
der great emotional stress—his 
son, James, is a patient in a Lex¬ 
ington hospital following a deli¬ 
cate brain operation—Rev Van¬ 
sant asks the prayers of Chris¬ 
tians in behalf of his son, adding 
"if you have problems of your 
own to pray about, then pray 
for yours first.” After services 
here, he frequently goes to the 
bedside of his son—“one of my 
twin boys"—to take over for a 

Jc,y he***"? Ar-v- 

ing” and to allow Mrs. Vansant 
some much-needed rest. 

The revival began here Sunday 
and will continue through July 
3. Regular services begin each 
evening at 8 o’clock fast timr 

A young people’s service takes 
place at 7:15 each evening prior 
to the regular worship. This is 
in charge of Rev. Walter Ed¬ 
wards of Florida, who is a stu¬ 
dent at Asbury College in Wil- 
more. For the past few months 
Edwards has been assisting with 
services at the Sandy Hook Meth¬ 
odist church. He invites all yo.ir.g 
people in the community to t - 
tend the youth meetings during 
the West Liberty revival and also 
the service following. 

“That was the hardest preach¬ 
ing I’ve done in a long time,” 
Rev. Vansant said of his sermon 
here Thursday night. "Perhaps I 
was too hard on my congregation, 
but I preached what I felt.” His 
sermon dealt with the laxity of 
parents concerning their chil¬ 
dren’s knowledge of Jesus. His 
text was from the 29th chapter 
of Job and the 6 th chapter of St. 
John. The father of four sons. 
Rev. Vansant said he realized 
that so much of the time he was 
not a father, that he was only a 
preacher to his sons. 

Some excerpts from his ser¬ 
mon Thursday follow: 

"We need to be intimate with 
God ... Be on terms where we 
can talk with God. He desires 
our fellowship, and we should 
desire fellowship with him.” 

“Great businesses are headed 
and have been headed through 
the years by men who pray. Some 
of our greatest industrialists do 
not start their day without first 
praying.” 

“I would rather my life be 


identified with Jesus than with 
anything else in the world. Not 
everybody can be preachers but 
there is something all of us can 
do that will be of service to eth¬ 
ers. A talent is something that 
should be of service to people. ’ 

“! long to see the time when 
the Bible is brought back into 
oi sehooi? and the word taught 
by a man of God. . . It’s the na¬ 
tural bent in many a child’s life 
to follow Jesus. Do we encourage 
that or do we destroy it? Are 
you more concerned tonight with 
the profession your boy will fol¬ 
low than if he will follow Jesus? 
How much better professional 
men would be if they also were 
Christians.” 

Pastor of the Methodist church 
in Sandy Hook for a number of 
veais. Rev. Vansant finally per¬ 
suaded h.s congregation to let 
him go and get a “new” preac.i- 
er. After Rev. Frank Jones came 
as pastor, Rev. Vansant com¬ 
menced building a house almo:t 
simultaneously with the church 
building program. "I thought I 
would not work so hard,” he re¬ 
marked, “but I’ve worked harder 
than when I was pastor.” At a 
recent young people’s meeting in 
Sandy Hook, Rev. Vansant ar¬ 
rived at a late hur, saying he had 
been working at the church. His 
friends—and they are legion— 
might wonder how he finds time 
and energy to work full time in 
the post office, build a house, 
and help build a church in ad¬ 
dition to other innumerable de¬ 
mands upon his time, but those 
who know him best realize that 
his strength comes from an un¬ 
swerving belief that one can do 
iust about anything if he is in 
partnership with God. 

He has heard his four sons. 
James, John, Charles and Ed¬ 
win, testify they are Christians. 

Unique among postal employees 
and preachers, for that matter, 
is the way Rev. Vansant spends 
his vacations. “Not many peoole 
have their vacation in funerals, ’ 
he remarked, "but that is how 1 
spend mine. When I am called 
away from the post office to 
preach a funeral, it goes down 
on vacation time.” 

A fellow Elliott countian said 
of him recently, “Rev. Vansant 
is one of the best loved men in 
all the county. He is always help¬ 
ing someone."

Reduced Tobacco Allotments 
Stimulate Interest In Sheep

Farmers throughout Kentucky 
are looking for new sources of 
income to replace losses from re¬ 
duced tobacco allotments and 
certain other farm enterprises 
that are not so profitable as they 
were a few years ago. It is now 
evident that a large percentage 
(f these farmers arc turning to 
sheep. 

Economists consider the sheep 
outlook favorable. Certainly it is 
as bright as anything in the live¬ 
stock picture. In view of this 
siutation, and the need for more 
sheep on Kentucky farms to sup¬ 
plement lower incomes from some 
other sources and to make bet¬ 
ter use of available pasture, the 
trend now toward substantial in¬ 
creases in sheen numbers should 

be encouraged. 

While some types of sheep, 
blackface yearlings especially, are 
in short supply this year, most of 
those available have been pur¬ 
chased for Kentucky trade. Many 
thousands of whiteface yearling 
ewes and ewe lambs of the black¬ 
face types have already been 
purchased by Kentucky farmers 
or by Kentucky dealer agencies, 
conservative estimate would place 
the number of yearling ewes and 
early ewe lambs already bought 
for Kentucky at more than 40,- 
000. It is apparent, however, that 


some of the early purchases may 
have been a little on the high 
side in view of the somewhat low¬ 
er prices being paid for market 
iambs than were generally ex¬ 
pected early in the year. How¬ 
ever, the Kentucky lamb market 
season is just now getting well 
started and prices could strength¬ 
en as was the case last year. In 
the past, we have gone on the 
basiA that a good yearling ■ ■-«***>. 
face-cross ewe should b« pur¬ 
chased fo as many dollars is 
lambs bring in cents a pound. 
Owing to present prices of lambs 
and the scarcity of blackface 
cross yearling ewes it may not be 
possible to buy on this basis this 
year. This year, farmers who do 
not care to pay the price that 
blackface ewes may command 
will find unusually good selec¬ 
tions o l wiiiieidces wmeu can on 
purchased at prices in line with 
what lambs are selling for on the 
market for slaughter. 

More farmers than usual, who 
prefer the blackface-cross typo 
ewes, are planning this year to 
bring them in as lambs to rough 
through for breeding ewes next 
year. It is too early, however, to 
get any definite ideas as to what 
these lambs will cost since they 
will not be available until Sep¬ 
tember.

Testing i:. one of the import¬ 
ant ways by which teachers get 
as much information as posible 
about each pupil. Test scores aiu 
the teacher in guiding the pupil 
vocationally, socially, psycho’og- 
7 - '^*11 ,» ir. making leach¬ 
ing more effective. 

The most common tests given in 
schools arc achievements tests, 
intelliquerce tests, interest tesvs. 
and tests which measure pupil’s 
aptitudes end personalities. 

In looking at achievement test 
scores, a teacher finds the pup.l’s 
strong and weak points and is 
able to do something construct¬ 
ive about v-hat is found. In order 
to find why the pupil scored as 
he did on the achievement tes*. 
the teacher consults his intelli¬ 
gence test scores to see if intelli-l 
gence is a letermining factor. She I 
checks the pupil’s interest tests 
to find whether interest or lack | 
of interest has a bearing on the 
score. She checks the reading 
test scores. If it is discovered 
that the pupil is not a good read¬ 
er, the teacher knows that both 
the achievement and intelligence 
test scores may be invalid sin¬ 
ce both these tests depend so 
much on reading ability. 

Diagnostic reading tests are 
given, usually to ninth grade pup¬ 
ils prior to their entering sen¬ 
ior high school. When intelli¬ 
gence and reading tests are both 
checked, it is posible to pick out 
the poor readers and set up re¬ 
medial reading courses for them 
This is an effective method of 
causing pupils to make better 
grades and results in more pup¬ 
ils being retained in school who 
might otherwise drop out be¬ 
cause of low grades. 

Several interest tests are given 
in order to determine the child’s 
interests. The pupil’s expressed 
interests are also considered. 
Things the pupil has succeeded 
in, courses he likes are used as I 
aids in understanding and guiding j 
the pupil. Personality inventories | 
are given to determine any signs 
of maladjustment. These are mil 
addition to the intelligence, apti¬ 
tude and reading tests.
